The as- 
tringent taste of some of the springs is 
due to the alum they contain. 

The source of the petroleum may be 
found in the decomposition of lignite beds 
and bituminous shales which are largely 
developed over the Miocene region of 
Texas. It is not improbable that ] 
supplies of petroleum or rock oil may 
obiained from deep excavatjons at this 
locality. So far as we know, none of the 
wells here have been sunk to a depth ex- 
ceeding ten feet. The surface indications 
are certainly quite as favorable as were 
those of the now famous oil wells of Penn- 
sylvanin and Northern, Ohio, prior to the 

iscovery by deep borings of inexhausti- 
ble quantities of this valuable substance. 
Under the name of Seneca oil; British 
oil, Barbadoes Tar, and Napthae, petro- 
leum has long been extensively empluyed 
in medicine and the arts. As an external 
application, in painful swellings, strains 
and rheumatism its efficacy is pretty well 
established, but not much can be urged 
in its favor ns an internal remedy.

One morning’s industry; 
strawberry bed copecial if the wife lends 
a haid in setting out R ants. Blackber- 
ries ‘and raspberries will grow readily if 
one will give them a chance. Currants, 
on mall provocation, will yield abund- 
ance of delicious fruit; cherries want on- 
ly to be set in the soil, protected for a 
time, and they will take care of them- 
selves for a lifetime, 
man and birds, When once a fruit gard- 
cn is planted the satisfaction it affo 
will insure continued cultivation. Then 
the house-wife can be certain of fruit to 
put up for winter, and won't be so sorely 

uzzled in spring to get up an inviting 

inner. 

It “pays,” in every sense, to surround 
one’s welt with everything that makes life 
pleasant; roses aud honeysuckles over 
the front piazza, grapevines at the kitchen 
porch, — — all ee of pleasant one 
in the en. If any one deserves to live 
well eni itis the farmer, Who fecds 
all the rest of the world. 

Some af these fruits can be transplant- 
ed from the woods; we have blackcaps in 
our garden that grew in the forest near 
by; blackberries take kindly to a change 
of residence, and all the varieties of 
strawberries came from the wild straw- 
berry. The prices at which these small 
fruits are sold place them within the 
reach of eve bod. Persons who live in 
villages and have but a small garden plot 
can get a great deal of comfort out of it at 
slight labor and small expense. The 
waste matter of a family, carefully econo- 
mized and applied with judgment, will 
feed the 8 and be returned in un- 
bought luxury to the table. The case 
nets no argument from us or any one.— 
Butt, like the preparation for a future life, 
it is put off from year to year till the 
convenient season comes ; and, meantime, 
the procrastinator has been robbing him- 
self, and suffering thereby loss of pleasure, 
health and comfort. Now, my good friend, 
if you haven't a collection of small fruits 
in your place don't lose any time, but 
et them iu this spring, and you will ro- 
Joice iu time to come. 


Care ot Dairy Cows, 


The stalls should be kept perfectly clean, 
and not only so, but the walls free from 
cow-webs and dust ; and not less essential 
is it that the managers should be kept 
clean also. If we would only pay a little 
attention to the habita of our farm ani- 
mals, it would be seen that they are 
scrupulously clean, almost fastidiously so. 
Much of the benefit of good food is lost 
by giving it badly prepared, and in dirty 
mangers or boxes. Ventilation is impor- 
tant; but the benefit of this will be to a 
large extent lost if the interior of the 
house is not kept clean. It is of little 
use to admit fresh air to the interior, if it 
is only there to be mixed with noxious 
emanations arising from the presence of 
dirt. Another point to be attended to is 
the bedding or littering for the cows; in 
many cases this is grossly neglected—the 
animal being kept in a very uncomfort- 
able condition, As a rule, the long straw, 
which [s generally used, js used in a way 
not economical, The way to uso straw, 
is to cut it with (he straw cutter, This 
may appear to be a costly mode of using 
it, but it is quite the reverse, Leas straw 
is required in this form than if used long 
and it not only admits of the “droppings i 
of the cow being lifted easily away with- 
out disturbing the reat of tho bedding, but 
it is, when done well, in the best condi- 


tion for the manure or dung heap.

The best 
material for making floors of cow-houses 
is "Portland cement concrete ;” it is easily 
made, easily laid, economical, and gives 
a surface as fine and as hard as stone.— 
Grooves tor giving a foothold, if thought 
necessary, and gutters can be formed in it 
with the greatest ease. But not onl 
should the house be kept clean but it 
essentíal that the animals themselves bo 
wo also. It is unnecessary here to de- 
scribe in detail the influence which the 
skin bas upon the health of an animal; 
suffice it to say, that it performs a most 
important function which cannot be per- 
formed if the coat of tho cow is kept in a 
filthy condition filled with dust or coated 
over with patches of hardened manure; 
this condition of body induces the attacks 
ana aggravates the ovi; effects of lice,

All sorts of cures are advocated for this 
plague of parasites with which cows are 
afflicted, but if they were kept perfectly 
clean, there would be fewer occasions 
when such cures would be necessary.— 
Prevention ia better then cure, and by 
attending to the cleanliness of the cow 
much would be prevented. Cows should 
be curry-combed, or at all events rubbed 
down carefully several times a day with 
a wisp of straw, and all manure removed 
from their coats, All this may be con- 
sidered troublesome, as no doubt is; but 
then anything worth doing is not done 
without trouble, and to make cows pay 
8 surely be called an unnecessary 
uble.

Modern Athens, 

The population of Athens is now about 
forty thousand. and is rapidly increasing. 
The principal streets areall well pave 
the flags in front of the houses being laiy 
down at the expense of thao 
houses, and the roadways \te- w 
up. The houses bear a high 
vate houses of moderate xj 


1 1, and hotels and other 
MUSS houses in good itions yield 
for 600 to 800 per annum. There are three 
principal and first class hotels in the 
square of which the royal palres forms 
one side, and several others in the Æolus 
street and elsewhere, The cost of living 
in the principal hotels is twelye francs 
per day, without wine, Shich may. be 
cnlated at one fraue, fifty contimes 
more. The rooms are of good size, lofty 
and thoroughly well furnished, and the 
food nnexceptionable. 

Of the publie buildings ecveral have 
been constructed by the government, but 
many more by private liberalitv. The 
cathedral ix very , lofty, and built on 
the plan of the Santa Sophſa in Constan- 
tinople. It is handsomely and well, 
pay Je not perhaps very richly,decorated 
and has but little marble. It has been 
finished as much as fifteen years, and ras 
therefore, one of tbe fir¢ great undertak- 
ings of the young government. Another 
important church is now nearly pomplet- 
ed, scarcely lesa large, ana certaifily vot 
less creditable as a building. ides 
these churches there are several less im- 
portant, as well of the Greek Chateh per- 
maipe as Ronan qe perm Protest- 
ant. I am sorry to say a prety 
Engish church js provided, bates dene 
man has yet becn found to perform  re- 
gular service in it, although the hotels 
are crowded with Pagliah travellers, 
Educational institutions have from the 
first been among the main objects of in- 
terest to the modern Greeka. A very 
large and conveniews bat mat very hand. 
some university was built by the govern- 
ment, and has been long completed and 
in use ; but even this owes much to funds 
provided by private persons, who have 
appreci the importance of its in-
